But 
when he gave them a copy of a letter he had 
sent to Chairman Andrews of the Pennsyl- 
yania Republican State committee resigning 
‘ from the National committee they knew he 
Dad finally decided to go. 
The letter to Chairman Andrews bore date 
of today, which showed that Quay had not 
fully made up his mind until the last moment. 
It was as follows: 
WAsnineTon, D. C., July 29.—The Hon. J. Sloat 
Fassett, Secretary ot the National Republican 
mittee—Dear Sir: This is to apprise you that 
I have today forwarded tothe Hon. William An- 
drews. Chairman of the Republican State com-

BA! To the remonstrances of the members to- 
night Quay said that Clarkson or Fessenden 
could take up the work and he did not think 
the committee would suffer by his resignation. 
Quay was a good deal more cheerful than 
Ss Clarkson and the other members. He said 
haus advice and his aid would always be at the 
service of R conimittees, but he 
never again expected to be the manager of 4 
5 national campaign. He looked forward with 
great satisfaction to the uninterrupted per- 
formance of his Senatorial duties. The 
laudatory resolutions passed by his colleagues 
were highly gratifymg to him. and were a 
welcome acknowledgment that his work had 
not been entirely unappreciated. 

Col. Dudley’s resignation as Treasurer was 
also presented and it was accepted, as the 
Executive committee had this power. His 
services were also eulogized by his associates. 
Probably the eulogies were grateful to Col. 

~ Dudley, for it is said that of the $25,000 debt 
in which the National. committee is stil] in- 
- volved about $8,000is due him. Actmg Chair- 
man Clarkson was authorized to name some 
one to take Col. Dudley’s place as Treasurer. 
Garrett A. Hobart of New Jersey was chosen 
Vice-Chairman in Clarkson’s plac’, and the 
Choice of William J. Campbell to succeed 
George R. Davis as a member of the National 
committee from Illinois was recorded.

woman should marry him anyhow. He met 
her on the street one day, insisted that they 
should be married later in the day, ordering 
her to keep an appointment he made while 
he secured a license. The girl followed his 
orders, and in company with a friend of Reed 
they went to the house of a minister and were 
married. The bridegroom declared himself 
satisfied that she could marry no one else, and 
putting her on a street-car sent her home. 
She went to Mr. McKnight, a lawyer, who ar- 
ranged for an interview at his office. He kept 
within hearing distance in an adjoining room. 
In response to her husband’s pleadings the 
girl burst into tears, and finally suffered an 
attack of hysterics. Reed, Lawyer McKnight 
says, watched her sufferings with perfect com- 
posure, with not a trace of pity apparent in his 
strong, pale face. She was his wife, he said, 
and he could wait till she learned to love him. 
Reed had seemed to realize the injustice done 
the girl he loved, for two days after the mar- 
riage he signed the following statement, 
which he gave to her: 

{ will state that 1 forced Mary S. McKinney by 
threats to marry me on the condition that it 
should be kept secret. The marriage license has 
been published in the papers, therefore I make 
this statement. 

On the other side of this paper the wife had 
written : 

I promise not to use this paper in any way to 
injure P. E. Reed. Mary S. McKinney. 

Even this paper the girl signed with her 
maiden name. When last April the girl filed 
a bill in the equity court praying for an an- 
nulment of the marriage the hnsband made 
no fight, arid yesterday Judge Hagner granted 
a decree dissolving the marriage and giving 
the girl the right to resume her maiden name. 


CHASE AFTER A RUNAWAY COUPLE. 


The Girl’s Father Arrives Just an Hour Too 
Late—They Were Married. 
Cusn, Mass., July 29.—[Special.]—The 
Berkshire Hilis were the scene of a sensational 
elopement a week ago, the details of which 
have just become public. The elopmg couple 
were Ward Cheeseboro, aged 19, and Miss 
Grace Cole, a pretty blonde of 18 summers.

Carter H. Harrison, a 

typical farmer, who 

operates a peacock- 

hatchery at the south- 

west corner of Ashland 

avenue and Jackson 

street, Chicago, en- 

thused the masses here 

today with a speech 

on the silver question. 

Mr. Harrison arrived 

in South Haven yes- 

terday afternoon by 

the steamer Williams. He had expected to 

gather himself together on the way over 

here and make up a speech, but the air was 

so invigorating and the lake water so blue 

the gentleman forgot his good intentions and 

came to town ignorant as to what he would 

say on the great topic of the day. Citizens of 

South Haven nabbed Carter when the Will- 

iams tied up to its’ dock and they drove him 

allover the country, through the vineyards 

and peach orchards. The South Haven band, 

an organization which made up in harmony 

what it lacked in numbers, got under the win- 

dow of Carter's bedroom at midnight and 

lulled the weary traveler to sleep with “Old 
Nos. 9 and 20 from their repertoire. 

Carter was up betimes this morning and 
early repaired himself to a peach orchard 
hard by Mr. Mackey's house. Carter was Mr. 
Mackey's guest while in this city. It is said

on good authority that Carter H. Harrison 
can eat more peaches in less time and get less 
peach fuzz in his whiskers than any man in 
all these parts. He came to South Haven at 
the request of the agriculturists who had 
heard of his peacock-tnushroom farm and 
wanted to sit under the spell of his inspira- 
tion. He was duly invited, accepted the in- 
vitation, and came. A big crowd assembled 
in the grove acros the creek — town to 

Carter Quenches His Thirst. 

There was a procession with Carter and an 
escort seated in a carriage right up next the 
band. A shout of welcome rang through the 
trees as Carter clambered onto the platform. 
He looked over the crowd along time, then 
he took two big lemons out of his coat pock- 
ets. These he rolled under his feet until mel- 
low. Next he chopped off the tops ef the 
lemons and thrust a lump of sugar in each. 
The fruit was subsequently used to slake Car- 
ter’s thirst. He was as dry as if he had been 
on a salt mackerel diet for the last three 
months. 

About 11 o’clock in the morning Carter be- 
gan his remarks. He was loaded for all kinds 
of game, big slugs for the farmers, buckshot 
for the toilmg masses, dynamite for the news- 
papers, and indiscriminate sheol for every- 
body. He had compliments for the ladies 
and children, saccharine matter for old and 
young, and complimentary things for himself. 

Carter H., the agriculturist, never looked 
better in all his life. He was neatly and 
tastefuliy attired. Carter took a good swig 
of lemon juice and sugar while the Chairman 
was introducing him, after which he gave a 
preliminary hem or two and went to work 
straightway. After clearing aside the logical 
brushwood of the typical variety Mr. Harri- 
son said a Chicago newspaper of a recent 


date had suggested his name as the candidate 


of the Alliance for the Presidency. He ad- 
mitted he would like to be President. The 
salary of the office and its duties fitted him 
toaT. If the people wanted him as their 
President he would not say he was not qual- 
ified for the place. He was of farmer stock 
for many generations. 

Carter H. pictured the home of his infanvy 
in old Kentuck,” a single room cabin with 
himself, a precious babelet, with a sugar 
trough for a cradle. He said old Mr. Grant, 
an uncle of Gen. Grant, came to his mother’s 
house one day, and, seeing him (Carter H.) 
tucked up in a sugar trough, said: 

Mrs. Harrison, I see what you are about; 
when your boy grows up and gets to be Presi- 
dent, you want the people to say he was born 
in a canebrake and rocked in a sugar trough.“ 

Too Many Millionaires. 

Then Carter H. temporarily departed from 
his favorite subject—Carter H.—and told the 
farmers he came to talk to them about a 
great subject—free coinage ot silver. 
There were, he said, too many million- 
aires in the country. When he was a 
boy there were but four, McDonald of 
New Orleans, Longworth of Cincinnati, Girard 
of Philadelphia, and Astor of New York. 
Now every town of 5,000 inhabitants east of 
the Rockies had one or more of the plutoc- 
racy, It was evident from Mr. Harrison’s re- 
marks that he was agin the rich folks. For 
he declared himself the wealth of the country 
was locked up in the hands of a limited num- 
ber of people. Something was wrong, and he 
believed he knew what that something was. 
He was goimg to talk about it. He came to 
South Haven not as a Democrat. If what he 
said helped or hurt the Democrats or the Re- 
publicans or the Alliance it would have to go 
all the same. He was about to talk money. 

Next he proceeded to define money as a 
medium of exchange, which, by common con- 
sent, was accepted as a unit of value—not 
necessarily gold or silver but might be coon- 
skins, cowries, tobacco, wampum, or Hudson 
Bay blankets. He had seen the time when 
paper money was as good as gold, and so it 
would be today but the plutocrats had used 
greenbacks to buy bonds and made themselves 
rich, at the same time driving much paper out 
of circulation. 

His argument on the silver question boiled 
down to a sirup was about like this: 

There were two previous metals intended 
by the Divine Being for purposes of coining. 
These were gold and silver. They were produced 
as if by inspiration that one might hold the 
other incheck. Referring to his old friend, 
Mr. Ramesis, who hved inan uncouth but 
comfortable hot-weather abode by the Nile, 


Nr. Harrison said a pound of gold was worth

He 
endeared himself to the feminine portion of 
his audience. The men were with him from 
the start. The way he. scorched the newspa- 
pers wasa holy caution. The reporters on 
the stand came in for numerous side-winders 
to the great and vociferous delight of his 
hearers, who enjoyed the fun to their 
hearts’ content. He made a good speech, an 
exceedingly interesting one, and showed he 
had given the subject a great deal of research 
and attention. It was one of the happiest 
things he ever did, and could Jerry Simpson, 
Col. Livingston, and Col. Polk only hear him 
there can be no doubt he would be the Alli- 
ance candidate for the Presidency.

PROSPECTIVE DEAL IN DOMINION ROADS. 


A Belief That the Canadian Pacific and 
Grand Trunk Will Fuse, 

MontTreat, Que,, July 29.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Duncan McIntyre left England for Canada 
Saturday and Sir Henry Tyler followed to- 
day. 

7 Notwithstanding denials and contradic- 
tions to the contrary, it is believed in well- 
informed circles here, said a leading mem- 
ber of the stock exchange, that Mr. Van 
Horne’s secret mission to England is ir con- 
nection with one of the biggest railway deals 
ever known in Canada. It may not take 
place immediately, but just so soon as Sir 
Henry Tyler is shelved—and that won’t be 
long—Mr. McIntyre will succeed him, and an 
entirely new régime will be instituted. The 
preference stock of the Grand Trunk in En- 
gland is held by the upper classes, who have 
followed closely the wonderful development 
and earnings of the Canadian Pacific railway. 
Over there they think Mr. Van Horne is a 
wonderful feilow, and now that Mr. McIntyre 
and he are there together nothing can prevent, 
if not a fusion, at least much closer relations 
between the two roads. Mr. McIntyre be- 
lieves that the first and second preference 
stock of the Grand Trunk railway can be 
made valuable securities and return handsome 
dividends, anf if he succeeds in this he will be 
only second to Lord Mount Stephen and Mr. 
Van Horne on the London Stock Exchange.”’ 
Mr. Van Horne is expected to leave England 
early in August.

A CHANGE OF HEART. 


No Longer Eager for Extension Franchises, 
with or Without Mileage Compensation 
Clauses—Think They Carry Passengers 
Far Knough Now for a Nickel—Electric 
Roads as Feeders—Are These the Old. 

. Companies Under New Names? 

Ala. Burke when taken to task a few days 
ago by some of his constituents for not re- 
porting from his Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South the ordinance for extending the 
Thirty-ninth Street railway from Wentworth 
avenue to Halsted street, said: 

“I was quite willing to recommend the 


» ordinance, but Ald, Gahan, who represents the 


ward at the other side of Thirty-ninth street, 
objected unless the committee would recom- 
mend the ordinance for the Seventy-fifth 
street cross-town line as well. 

Now the committee would recommend | 
both ordinances, but ex-Judge Grinnell, who | 
represented the South Side company, said 
that corporation did not want the Seventy- 
fifth street line, and if the ordinance was 

passed the company would not accept it. 

“Ald. Gahan insisted that the company 
should accept both or none. The other mem- 
bers of the committee coincided with Mr. 
Gahan. Neither ordinance was reported.“ 

The attitude of the South Side company, as 
represented by Mr. Grinnell, in reference to 
the Seventy-fifth street ordinance was regard- 
ed by some at the time as strange in view of 
the great anxiety of the company to have the 
same passed in March of this year. The ordi- 
nance now before the committee contains no 
mileage compensation clause. The ordinance 
of March last contained a clause providing 
that the company should pay $500 per mile 
per annum. 

Ald. McKnight, O'Neill, Gahan, and Noble, 
who had consulted the South Side company in 
reference to the ordinance, which they strong- 
ly suppotted, assured the Council that the 
$500-per-mile clause was acceptable to the 
company, and that it would proceed to lay the 
lines under the ordinance if passed. Owing 
to the opposition of certain West Side mem- 
bers the ordinance was not passed then. Now, 
when it is proposed to revive it, minus the 
$500-per-mile clause, the company says through 
its attorney that it cannot be accepted, 

Have Lost Interest. 

Why this change of heart? 

It is noticeable also that the North and West 
Side companies have evinced little interest in 
the passage of the so-called extension ordi- 
nances. Only one was passed by the Council 
—the West North avenue. That was vetoed by 
the Mayor because it did not contain a mile- 
age compensation clause. The West Side com- 
pany accepted the veto as a matter of course. 
The people along the route will be without 
street-car transit for some time to come, but 
the West Side company will not mind. 
Those extensions were eagerly sought by the 
West and North Side companies a year ago. 
They will not be sought again eagerly or in- 
differently. 

Why? 

One conversant with the policy of the street- 
car companies gave answer yesterday. He 
said: The street-car companies will not ask 
for any more extension and for but few cross- 
town lines. They think they carry passengers 
far enough now for the nickel fare, and they 
have nearly all the patronage they want. 
They will not pay an annual rent for extend- 
ing their lines in- any amount. is no 
reason why they should. 

“Tf you will 


you will note that there are from half a dozen 
to a dozen companies organized, some having 
ordinances pending for connecting the sub- 
urbs with the termini of the old city street- 
car lines. 

Let me recall a few. There are the Calu- 
met Electric road and the South Chicago 
Street railroad company. They have ordi- 
nances pending before the Council for lines 
connecting with the southern termini of the 
Chicago City railway lines, or the Alley ‘L’ 
company, which means the same thing. On 
the West Side is the Cicero and Proviso Elec- 
tric road, connecting with the lines of 
the West Side company already. Another 
line is projected under the title of 
the Grand Avenue Electric company. That 
will connect with termini of the West Side 
hnes, if it does not utilize the West Lake 
street ‘L’ for connection with thecity. Then a 
line is projected for the Jefferson district of 
Chicago under the title of the Circle line. 
This will connect with the West Side lines. 

Feeders for the Old Companies. 

„And last, though by no means least, there 
is the proposed Kvanston electric road, which 
it is meant to run through Evanston, Rogers 
Park, Argyle Park, and Edgewater to the 
Lincoln avenue terminus of the North Side 
company, thus supplying passengers for the 
North Side lines. 

„Now don’t you see that all those lines if 
constructed—and they will be—cannot be 
other than feeders for the old companies, 
bringing them passengers, and withevery pas- 
senger a nickel. Why should the old com- 
panies go to the expense of building exten- 
sions to reach those passengers that will be 
brought to them by those electric’ and other 
lines when finished and in operation? 

“ Don’t you see that it is the policy of the 
old companies to encourage the construction 
of those feeders? They are encouraging them 
to the extent of subscribing to the capital 
stock of those companies. 

„Inquiry leads to the belief that many of 
the new companies for suburban. lines are 
really controlled by the leading stockhoiders 
of the old companies and indirectly by the old 
companies themselves. It is broadly asserted, 
for instance, that the line to be constructed on 
Sixty-third street west from Ashland avenue 
to Chicago Lawn, a distance of two and one- 
half miles, will be controlled by the South 
Side company. The new line connects with 
the tracks of the South Side company at 
Ashland avehue. Nearly every passenger 
coming west on that line will take the Ash- 
land avenue line to the city, paying an ad- 
ditional fare. If the line should be con- 
structed as a branch of the South Side com- 
pany’s lines, there would be only a transfer 
ticket. One fare only would be paid, 

„If the South Side company controls the 
Sixty-third street lime undera new name, it 
gets two fares. If the North Side company 
controls the Evanston electric road under 
another name, it will bein receipt of two 
fares foreach passenger to the city from 
Evanston, South Evanston, Rogers Park, 
Edgewater, and Argyle Park instead of one. 
The principal stockholders of the North Side 
company can organize as the Evanston Elec- 
tric Street railway company or control that 
corporation. The policy of the old companies 
seems to be in that line.

ACROSS THE OCEAN IN FIVE DAYS. 


A New Line to Be Run from Terminal 
City to Liverpool. 

Toroyto, Ont., July 29. —[Special. }—C.. H. 
Dakin of Halifax is m town in the interest of 
the Terminal City company, the chief object 
of which is to establish a new line of steam- 
ships on the Atlantic. It is claimed: by the 
company that the voyage across the Atiantic 
will be reduced to five days and possibly four 
when their new steamships, now being built 
on the Clyde, commence running: This at 
first sight appears an impossibility in view of 
the fact that the great lines running to New 
York have exhausted every plan that genius 
ean devise for making greater speed, but 
when the relative distances are considered the 
realization of the echeme on hand appears 
more feasible. From Terminal City, Nova 
Scotia, to Liverpool is only 2,950 miles, while 
the distance from New York to Liverpool is 
3,130 miles. The establishment of quick con- 
nections between Terminal City and New 
York at Montreal and other points, for which 
the company is arranging, means  every- 
thing. If, by fast rail connection, the dis- 
tance between New York and Liverpool can 
be reduced to five days and the time between 
other points and the English metropolis cor- 
respondingly shortened there is little doubt 
of the complete success of the new route, 
Mr. Dakin says that all the space for light

Now He Cannot Settle with the Sherit 
The Rise and Ultimate Hard Financial 
Tamble of Kansas City’s Chief of Boom- 
ers—His Several Marital Ventures—Suita 
for Large Amounts Begun in Omaha

Other Business Breakups. 

Kansas Crrr. Mo., July 29.—[Special.]— 
Edwin W. Wilson was a boomer here in 
the palmy days of the early 8086. He bought 
land and organized companies on every hand, 
every venture paying him handsomely. In 
1881 several Scotchmen bought a ranch near 
Corpus Christi, Tex., making Wilson manager 
at a salary of $20,000 a year. He managed it 
from this city, it is said, and at the 
end of two years the Scotchmen came 
over to rescue their property. In 1887 Wilson 
married Miss Sallie. Annie Holderman of 
Leavenworth, daughter of the Hon. James A. 
Holderman, ex-Minister to Siam. The wed- 
ding was worth many thousands to Wilson. 
Mrs. Holderman was one of the heirs to the 
Dorris estate in St. Louis, from which she got 
halfa million, At that time Wilson was mak- 
ing $200,000a year. He went to New, York 
and then to Europe. In London he met the 
McClurdy brothers, rich Scotchmen, whose ears 
were readily beat to thestory of Western enter- 
prise that Wilson told so well. At length they 
became enthusiastic and placed money with 
Wilson, It was the worst thing that ever hap- 
pened fo Wilson. He came home to find the 
Kansas City boom redueed to a basis of actual 
values and the Scotchmen pressed him for re- 
turns, His extravagant life had disposed of 
all his ready money and town lots would not 
sell. The McClurdys pushed him harder and 
harder, and in his adversity Mrs. Wilson 
went home to her mother in Leaven- 
worth. Today the Sheriff took final 
ate on the remnant of the 
Wilsons’ fine establishment. Most of Mrs. 
Wilson’s wealth was out of the reach of her 
husband.

SENATOR PEFFER AND THE SUPREME 
COURT. 


Senator Peffer made a speech night before 
last to a crowd of Arkansas farmers in which 
he said: 

He wanted the government to loan the people 
money at 1 per cent to lift 9,000,000 mortgages, 
and to pull the teeth and close the mouth of the 
great red dragon in Wall street; He pro- 
posed to do this with fiat money, issued di- 
rectly to the people who had mortgaged their 
lasted two hours, and he 


if the Supreme Court was nct with them they 
would make another. . 
Most of this is old stuff, including the false 
statement that there are nine million mort- 
gages now in existence. As has been often 
shown, that is the estimated total number of 
liens on real estate made during the ten years 
from 1880 to 1890. The new part of his speech 
is the declaration that if the Supreme Court 
is not with them they will make another.“ 
That means that it is beginning to dawn on 
Peffer that if his ‘‘Subtreasury’’ Federal Gov- 
ernment warehouse and Federal land-loan 
schemes were to reach the Supreme Court 
that tribunal would promptly declare them 
unconstitutional. The court would say that a 
law attempting to turn the Federal Govern- 
ment into a broker and banker for the benefit 
of the needy or speculative members of the 
community was null and void. Peffer says 
that if the Judges do anything of that sort 
short work will be made of them, How? 
This is froth and bluster on the part of the 
long-bearded charlatan. -It is mere idle brag, 
to stiffen the backs of his dupes. He knows 
perfectly well that he can clean ouf one set of 
Judges and substitute another only by amend- 
ing the Constitution of the United States. 
And he ought to be, and probably is, aware 
of the fact that it takes the votes of three- 
fourths of the States to make a change in it. 
He ought to know, also, that there are thirty 
States, east of the Mississippi, which cannot 
be persuaded to vote for any alteration of the 
National Constitution to further Peffer’s wild- 
cat and flat schemes. These States, too, 
include within their boundaries more than 
two-thirds the population of the United States. 
The forces of Pefferism may dash themselves 
as much as they please against the solid wall 
formed by Massachusetts and the other New 
England States, New York, New Jersey, Penn~ 
sylvania, Maryland, Delaware, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Iowa, both 
Virginias, Kentucky, and Tennessee. Those 
States have fifty million people out of sixty- 
three. And they will permit no fooling with 
the Federal Constitution in the interests of 
Federal warehouses and Federal 1 per cent 
land-loan schemes. The Supreme Court is 
beyond the reach of Peffer and his gang.

And Mr. Jefferson would have done right to 
have made short work of it. The debt was pur- 
chased by thieves at from 40 to 60 cents on the 
dollar, and is being paid by fools or slaves at $1.2 
on the dollar. Tun Trisuns unwittingly pays 
‘ Thomas Jefferson a great compliment by saying 
he would have made short work of such a debt 
had he been alive. Tae Trrecne might have 
gone further, however, and enlarged the compli- 
ment by saying: “Mr. Jefferson would never 
have allowed that debt to be created and the peo- 
ple to be thus robbed.”"—Springfield Register (Old 
Copperhead.) 

Part of this is true as gospel. Had Mr. 
Jefferson been alive and in high authority in 
1861 he never would have consented to the 
creation of a war debt to prevent the dismem- 
berment of the Union, or to the mustering 
into service of a Union soldier to reclaim the 
seceded Democratic States. He would have 
said that South Carolina, Virginia, Kentucky, 
Missouri, Maryland, and other Southern 
States had a right to leave the Union when- 
ever they pleased; that as they had decided 
that the Constitution had been violated by 
Lincoln “they had a right to pass judg- 
ment on that point for themselves; and that 
“a war waged to keep them in the Union would 
“be a wicked and unrighteous one.” He 
would have talked just as Vallandigham of 
Ohio and Wright of Indiana did. Ee would 
have pulled out his draft ot the Kentucky 
Resolutions and said “here is the doctrine 
laid down by me fifty-three years ago set- 
ting forth that each State has a right to 
nullify an act of Congress. Had Mr, Jeffer- 
son been alive in 1861 he would have seceded 
with his “ sovereign S ” of Virginia when 
it withdrew from the Union. Everyone knows 
where Jefferson would have stood had he cum. 
bered the earth when the rebellion war broke 
out. He would have beentrue to the Kentucky 
Resolutions of which he was the author. 

As for the statement of the old Copperhead 
concern that those who bought United States 
bonds below par were thieves, it is one of 
those exceedingly silly remarks which used to 


abound in the columns of the Register during 


the slaveholders’ rebellion. Those bonds sold 
below par simply because of the strenuous 
efforts of the Register’s Southern friends and 
Northern Copperheads to bear the mar- 
ket for them and to break them down.

- SHE WORLD'S FAIR ABROAD. . 

It appears from a London dispatch in yes- 
terday’s paper that the Foreign committee of 
the World’s Fair is doing good work. . It has 
brought its labors in England to a successful 
conclusion and has left for France. Tuesday 
an entertainment was given to the English 
Commissioners, at which severel speeches of 
great significance were made. The most im- 
portant was that of Viscount Cross, Secretary 
of State for India, who said that-— 


that 
she would do everything possible to insure the 
best representation at the Fair, not only of En- 
gland. but of India and the colonies. Viscount 
Cross also promised the American committee the 
beartiest codperation of the government. 

This means a great deal, Itis a matter of 
importance to secure the hearty codperation 
of Great Britain, which is the greatest manu- 
facturing country in the world. It is the 
more important to obtain it because it in- 
sures the representation at the World’s Fair 
of the vast possessions of Great Br tain, of 
the East Indies, Canada, South Africa, Aus- 


smaller British colonies. When the mother 
country leads her dependencies follow. It is 
evident from the remarks of the Secretary of 
State for India that the influence of the 
British Government will be thrown in favor 
of the Fair. 

The members of the Foreign committee 
cross the channel strengthened by the prestige 
of a great victory. The example set by Great 
Britain will have to be imitated to the extent 
of their ability by the manufacturing nations 
of the continent. They cannot afford to let 
their rival display ita products to millions of 
Americans, while they keep away from Chi- 
cago. It would be equivalent to throwing up 
the sponge and saying that they withdraw 
from all competition for the great American 
market, which buys from other nations over 
800 millions of their products per year. Mer- 
chants and manufacturers cannot afford to 
stand on their dignity or to let their per- 
sonal pride interfere too much with their 

business. 

So the ball having been set rolling by En- 
gland, the Foreign committee will have an 
easier time of it at Paris and will find the gov- 
ernment and the people willing to do all they 
can. The same will be the case in Germany. 
French manufacturers may decline to exhibit 
at Berlin, or German ones in Paris, but Chi- 
cago is neutral ground and good customers of 
both, where Frenchmen, Germans, Austrians, 
Italians, and Russians—some swearing by the 
Dreibund and some swearing at it—can meet 
and compete for American custom. Chicago- 
ans will be glad to see them all and will treat 
them with impartial courtesy and fairness. 


A BIG ROUND-UP OF MURDERERS. 
Gov, Hogg of Texas has declared publicly 
that he will redeem his State from the reputa- 
tion of lawlessness under which it is now suf- 
fering, and the Texan newspapers are backing 
him up in this meritorious proposition. To 
accomplish this task, however, it must be ac- 
knowledged the Governor has laid out a her- 
culean piece of work. He has twenty mur- 
derers now in jail who, he says, will be 
hanged before the Ist of next January. Dur- 
ing the first seven months of this year there 
have been but three hanged, so it will be seen 
there will be a big gallows boom during the 
remaining five. This activity on the part of the 
public hangman will relieve the people con- 
siderably, for Texas always has been a busy 
State in the matter of lynching. During the 
last six years it has carried off the palm so far 
as Judge Lynch’s operations are concerned, 
the people having executed more than five 
times as many persons as the public hang- 
man. The following table furnishes a sig- 
nificant comparison:

The number of victims hanged and lynched, 
however, seems small indeed as compared 
with those who have been convicted of mur- 
der and who have been neither hanged nor 
lynched but have gone scot-free. Since the 
year 1865 there have been 957 murderers who 
deserve death, but who have not incurred that 
penalty through the weakness of the courts 
and the failure of justice. it is these 957 
murderers whom Gov, Hogg wants to work 
off. The records are available for complete 
descriptions of them. Of course the publicity 
of the Governor’s announcement will induce 
them to make a hasty departure from Texas, 
Hut as the State is going to offer large rewards 
kor the fugitives, detective astuteness and in- 
dustry will be stimulated all over the United 
States, and we may anticipatesuch a round-up 
of desperadoes and “murderers as has never 
been seen in this country before. 

Gov. Hogg expects to corral the most of 
these assassins before the new year comes in. 
If he should get them all there would be 977 
to be removed, counting the twenty on hand, 
who, it is needless to say, will be kept closely 
in hand until hangman’s day comes. It is a 
dig job. 


TRANSPORTATION AND THE FAIR. 

The management of the World’s Fair has 
submitted to the Railroad Committee on 
Transportation a request for reconsidering 
the resolve in regard to freight rates to be 
charged on articles sent for exhibition. It is 
felt that the terms agreed upon by the rail- 
road men &re not sufficiently liberal and 
feared that unless some concession be made 
the result may be a much smaller display than 
could be secured by a less restrictive policy 
in the matter of freight charges. The rail- 
road men want to collect full rates on all 
freight coming to the Fair. Any article sold 
to remain here or to go to a consumer at 
some other point than the one from which it 
is sent will have to pay full rates on every 
mile over which it is carried, just the same as 
if there were no Fair. Only unsold goods 
returning on the same road and properly 
certified to as being within all the complex 
red-tape rules are to be returned free. 

Evidently this arrangement would not offer 
much of a temptation to business-men in 
other parts of the United States to send exhib- 
its to the Fair with business motives. It pre- 


hope of realizing a profit that would partly 
repay the outlay in helping to increase the at- 
tractiveness of the Fair. The individual who 
might wish to buy for removal after the close 
of the display would have no object in taking 
the goods instead of sending an order to the 
place whence they came and paying the usual 
cost of transportation, There would thus be 
absolutely nothing to reimburse the exhibiter 
for his time and trouble except the idea that

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THE SUBSTITUTE SWIND 

Mr. A. Frank Richardson of New York has 
done the public good service by calling atten- 
tion in his recent address before the National 
Editorial Association at St. Paul to the petty 
but extensive frauds practiced upon custom- 
ers through what is known as the substitute 
swindle. The modus operandi of these dis- 
honest Geals may be briefly explained. There 
are many standard articles, such, for instance, 
as Pears’ Soap, Scott’s Emulsion, Carter’s 
Little Liver Pills, Rood's Sarsaparilla, Mor- 
gan’s Sapolio, Wolff's Aeme Blacking, St. 
Jacob’s Oil, Pond’s Extract, Syrup of Figs, 
and others which have attained to a large sale 
and widespread reputation by their legitimate 
merits and the liberal advertising of their pro- 
prietors. Certain unprincipled druggists and 
small dealers have taken advantage of these 
circumstances to counterfeit these goods by 
imitating them just closely enough to keep 
themselves out of the clutches of the law. At 
Detroit and in other cities there are houses 
whose entire business consists in manufactur- 
ing imitations of these articles, or “ substi- 
tutes, which are made 80 as to closely resem- 
ble the originals in materials used, in the 
name, and in the general appearance of the 
boxes, bottles, or wrappers. As an induce- 
ment to these small dealers and the better to 
enable them to carry out the swindle, their 


names frequently are printed on the packages 


by the manufacturers, and the false caption 
our own make is often added. It is easy 
to see how the swindle is worked. A customer 
goes into a store and asks for Scott’s Emul- 
sion, for instance. The dealer says that he 
has it, which is probably a lie, but 
recommends the customer to buy a 
preparation put up by hinself, which he 
claims to be equally good, and which, he says, 
he can recommend, because, he pretends, he has 
“compounded it himself” and it is his “ own 
make,“ and besides, while Scott's Emulsion 
may be fifty cents a bottle, he can sell his 
own preparation at twenty-five cents. Nine 
times out of ten the customer, relying upon 
the statement of the druggist, will be in- 
duced by motives of economy to take the 
substitute, which, of course, is worthless and 
may be dangerous. The dealer is enabled to 
do this, because he buys very cheaply from 
the manufacturer and thus the two get the 
benefit of the advertising of the genuine ma- 
terial and divide large profits. Thus an un- 
suspecting public is swindled. 

It is needless to say that the druggist or 
dealer who will descem to this contemptible 
business merely becauge he can make a larger 
profit upon the substitute than he can upon 
the genuine article is a common swindler and 
none the less a swindler because the trick is 
devised so cunningly as to save him from 
prosecution and deserved punishment. It is 
a fraud upon manufacturers who are making 
a legitimate article and who have spent thou- 
sands of dollars to bring it before the public, 
and a fraud upon customers who are tricked 
into buying a bogus article which is worthless, 
if not something worse. It is time that this 
contemptible business was stopped, and it can 
be if the press of the country will ventilate 
and expose it and if the public will refuse to 
patronize druggiste who palm off these nos- 
trums upon it. Customers should demand the 
article they have every reason to believe 18 
the best, and if a dealer begins the old story 
recommending a preparation he has made 
himself, which he knows to be pure because 
he made it, which has his name on the wrap- 
per, etc., it should be sufficient cause to re- 
fuse it promptly and go elsewhere for their 
goods. It is the lowest and meanest form of 
common thievery, and if the public will join 
hands with the press it can be broken up. It 
is certainly for the interests of the former to 
do s0, as it is the principal sufferer. 


THE COLORADO DESERT. 

Maj. Powell has written an article about the 
flood in the Colorado Desert. He does not 
profess to tell whether the waters will disap- 
pear and leave the surface nothing more than 
amass of shifting salt and sand, as it has 
done at least once before, but gives some in- 
teresting information about the character of 
the surrounding country and its possibilities 
for cultivation. He does not believe that in 
case the natural waters should vacate the now 
flooded area the space could be made pro- 
ductive by artificial means, and says: 
„Whether this small basin is to be land or 
sea matters little to man, as desert or gulf is 
alike valueless.“ 

In the southwest part of the United States 
there is a large area of country a portion of 
which is known as the Great Basin. The rain- 
fall there is so small that no streams are 
found which send their waters to the sea. All 
flow into lakes which are more or less saline, 
or they sink into sands. This region em- 
braces a portion of Southern California, the 
greater part of Nevada, much of Utah, and 
the western half of Arizona. In it there are 
several other districts that smk below the 
level of the sea, the most notable one being 
the Death Valley. Between the intersecting 
mountains, mostly of volcanic origin, there 
are deep basins, Salt Lake lying in one of 
them. These depressed valleys that have no 
outlet are being gradually filled up by the 
wash from the mountaihs, and except when 
occupied by salt lakes are fearful deserts. All 
of them are valueless, None of them can be 
redeemed, even by irrigation, for if there was 
water the soil is so saline that crops cannot 
grow on it. In the region described as being 
without rivers that run to the sea the little 
irrigable land is chiefly found among mount- 
ains, or in elevated valleys among mountains. 
Hence the settlement of the region must 
always be sparse. 5 

Yet where water can be put upon the land, 
either by carrying out the few streams or by 

sinking wells, agriculture is highly productive, 
though the available areas are not large 
enough to supply the people engaged in 
mining for the gold, silver,and other minerals 
that are found in the mountains. It is asemi- 
tropical region, and all the fruits and vegeta- 
bles of such a region can be grown there suc- 
cessfully. Oranges, lemons, and all citric 
fruits grow there luxuriantly, and no r 

bountiful vineyards can be fourd in 
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tients for two years with chloride of zinc, and, 
as he asserts, with success.

Past experi- 
ence warns us not to accept announcements 
of this kind too eagerly, but the world all the 
same will hope the French surgeon is not mis- 
taken in his behef that he has found 
the remedy for tuberculosis. That Dr. Lan- 
nelongue is an honest and skillful surgeon and 
physician is evidenced by his associates in the 
profession, who commend him without excep- 
tion, and by the Academy of Medicine, which 
would not take quackery into consideration. 
Lannelongue may fail as Koch has failed, but 
oat of all these failures some day may spring 
the flower of success. Human skill, though 
baffled thus far, evidently is not discouraged. 
It keeps resolutely to its work for the benefit 
of mankind and its votaries deserve the high- 
est credit for their courage and patience. 
Such industry deserves to be rewarded, and 
when it is life will be weil worth hving and a 
much pleasanter affair than it now is. No 
one now living may see the day, but some 
time in the future science will overcome the 
enemies of health and men will live as nature 
intended they should, passing away through 
the gates of old age, as nature also intended. 


Tas figures of the town assessments of 
Cook County as they have been handed to the 
County Clerk indicate some peculiar changes 
in values within the last year, and some facts 
more than peculiar. It appears, for instance, 
that the assessment of Hyde Park is now 
nearly equal to that of North Chicago. This 
can be partly accounted for by the location of 
the Worid’s Fair within the town. That has 
added much to the value of Hyde Park’s real 


estate, and the increase of $2,200,000 in Hyde 


Park’s assessment is hardly a fair measure of 
the increase. The northern towns of the 
county seem to have prospered at a most grat- 
ifying rate. The increase in Evanston’s as- 
sessment is greater than the increase for the 
big West Town of Chicago, and the increase 
in Evanston and New Trier combined is not 
far from being as great as the increase Mr. 
Richards discovered in the South Town. It is 
curious to note, too, that Evanston has more 
assessable personal property than Jefferson 
and Cicero together, or than Cicero and Cal 
met together. Other prosperous and flour:sh- 
ing suburban towns are Proviso (which con- 
tains Harlem and Maywood), Worth (of 
which Bluc Island is the principal village), 
Riverside, ana Lyons. If the Assessor is cor- 
rect Cicero lags somewhat behind the adjacent 
towns, and is as unprogressive as the Assessors 
make out the old Chicago towns to be. But 
perhaps the Assessors are mistaken.

ATKINSON WILL GET_EVEN. 


Suspended Member of Parliament 

Promises to Secure Revenge, 

_. FSPROIAL CABLE.) 

Lonpor, July 29,—Mr, Henry John Atkin- 
son, M. P. for Boston, who was suspended 
from the House Monday for accusing the 
Speaker of abuse of power in placing on rec- 
ord the statement that Mr. Atkinson had chal- 
lenged frivolously the Speaker’s announce- 
ments of the results of divisions, says he will 
spend every penny of his fortune, which 
amounts to £250,000, if necessary to compel 
the House to rescind its decree of suspension, 
which he declares to be wholly illegal. Atkin- 
son rows up and down the river front daily, 
just outside the Parliamentary limits, much 
to the annoyance of the Commons police, 
who suspect that he is trying to catch them 
napping and land within the sacred precincts. 
He says he intends to resume his seat Monday 
next and Gefy the Speaker. If he carries out 
this threat he will probably be sent to the 
clock tower. He mye that if he is merely sus- 
pended, and pot definitely expelled, he will 
resign his sea yhow. This would be tanta- 
mount to giving the seat to the Liberals, 
owing to the political conditions 1 in 
Boston at present. Atkinson will not be sac- 
rificing any future chances by this action, as 
the Tones of his district have long been 
estranged from him, and had selected another 
candidate for the next general election before 
the present difficulty arose.

Alleged Jewish Outrage in Prussia,

Bertin, July 29.—The people of Xanten, 
near Wesel, Prussia, are in an excited condi- 


‘tion of mind over an alleged Jewish outrage. 


The story is the familiar one so often heard in 
times of popular animosity against the 
Hebrews. The corpse of a Christian body was 
found, it is said, near a butcher shop, and the 
news quickly spread that the Jews ad killed 
the child as a part of their dacrificial rites. A 
generat uprising against the Hebrews seemed 
imminent, but the police took strong meas- 
ures and 8 im preserving order, though 
it has been necessary to mamtain a constant 
guard over the Jewish residences to protect 
them from the wrath'of the Christians. As 
for the Jewish shops, they are absolutely boy- 
cotted and the Hebrew merchants seem 
doomed to bankruptcy. 


Seme Hope for Daly.

Loro, July 29.—Though the government 
thought it advisable to act adversely upon Mr.

Because as President of the Cabinet he organ- 
ized a coup d' tat in January last. thus violat- 
ing the Constitution ; because the election was 
not carried outin conformity with the law 
relating to elections ; because only of the 
country voted, and because the election oc- 
curred during the suspension of the tribunals 
charged with the settlement of electoral dis- 
putes.

Park, to the Illinois Central, is something less 
than 1,500 feet—due west. The directory 
would much prefer that the railroad entrauce 
to the Fair grounds should be at the south- 
west corner rather than at Midway Plaisance.

TRYING THE ROCK ISLAND RAILROAD. 


The Line Alleged to Have Made Over- 
charges in Switching Bills. 
A meeting of the Railroad and Warehouse 


Commissioners was held at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel yesterday-to hear the case of Cowles & 


McKee, grain dealers, against the Chicago, 


Rock Island and Pacific railway company for 
alleged switching charges made contrary to 


tariffs prescribed by the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners. 

The complainants allege the railroad 
charged $4 per car for switching the same 
from Forty-fourtn street to Twenty-second 
street, a distance of less than three miles, 
when the commission has prescribed $2 as the 
tariff for distances less than three miles. 
The railroad company claims that, while the 
cars were billed as if sent from Forty-fourth 
street, they were actually switched from 
Fifty-first street, a distance of three and a 
half miles, and were made for the 
last-named mileage. The railroad further 
claiins that Fifty-first street is the only yard 
on its line where cars for local industries can 
be received, ing to the crowded condition 
of the tracks near heart of the city. The 
complainants allege that the cars could have 
been received and cared for at Forty-fourth 


street. 


N. G. Eichelhart of the Merchants’ Freight 
Bureau Association, representing Cowles & 
McKee, offered as evidence bills showing 
a charge of $4 onacar received from the 
Santa Fé by the Rock Island and switched 
from Forty-fourth street to Twenty-second 
street, where Cowles & McKee carry on what 
the Commissioners’ Tariff laws call an in- 
dustry. 

The attorneys for the railroad admit that 
Fifty-first street is not designated on the 
tariff list of the road as a point of entry, but 
nevertheless say that is where all carsdestined 
for local industries are received by the road. 
The tariff states that the charge from Forty- 
fourth street to Twenty-second street. 
a distance of less three miles 
is $4; but the attorneys for the road 
claim that Forty-fourth street was put on the 
tariff list by mistake; that cars are not 
switched from Porty-fourth street, even 
where the bills say so. The reason why 54 18 
charged, they say, is that the cars are actually 
transported over three and a half miles. ‘Che 
Commissioners have heretofore ruled that a 
road can make out any tariff list it chooses. 
It is only when proof ean be shown that the 
road has act charged such rates in spe- 
cific cases that they are amenable to law. 

The attorneys explained that bills are made 
out stating that bars are switched from Forty- 
fourth stet when the actual transportation 
is from Fifty-first street, because the clerks do 
it for convenience in making out bills. The 
complainants claim that if such is the case a 
shipper can have no certainty as to whether 
or not. 1 The .

Dr. Daniel P. Kidder, one of the oldest and 
‘most widely known’ theologians of the Metho- 


Evanston yesterday morning at 12:30 at the 
age of 76 in the presence of na wife, two sons, 
Henry M. and Daniel S. Kidder, and daugh- 
ter, Mrs. George E. Strobridge. 

For the last four years he has been in poor 
health and has rapidly failed durmg the last 
ten days. Dr. Kidder entered the ministry of 
the Methodist church fifty-six years ago, since 
which time he has been a prominent figure in 
religious circles as a theologian, writer, and 
educator. 

Funeral services will be held at his late resi- 
dence, No. 418 University place, Evanston, 
Friday, at 3 o’clock p. m. The Rey. Dr. W. 
S. Studley will officiate, and Dr. Luke Hitch. 
cock i« expected to deliver a eulogy. Memo- 
rial exetcises will be held in Evanston in Sep- 
tember. 

Dr. Kidder was born near Darien, Genesee 
County, N. X., Oct. 18, 1815, his mother only 
surviving his birth a few days. Asa boy he 
was thoughtful and studious to a remarkable 
degree, and at the age of 14 he took charge of 
the district school near his father’s farm, in 
Genese County. His preparation for college 
was made at the Genesee Seminary, Lima, N. 
, and when 16 years old he entered the Con- 
necticut Wesleyan University at Middletown, 
graduating therefrom in 1836, when 20 years 
old. -Immediately after graduation he was 
A the torate of the Rochester (N. 

85 Methodist Episcopal Church. ‘In the 
f of the same year he married 
Miss Cynthia Russell of Rochester, N. 
1. A year and a half later the young 
couple went to Brazil as missionaries, arriv- 
ing there in January, 1838. Two years of 
hardship were spent iu this field, which had 
never before been invaded by a Protestant 
missionary of any denomination. During 
this time the young preacher thoroughly mas- 
tered the Portuguese. language and translated

Returning to this country in 1641, he be- 
came pastor of the Methodist Church at Pat- 
erson, N. J. In 1842 he married Miss Har- 
riet Smith of Cazenovia, N. V., who became 
the mother of his third child, Daniel S. Kid- 
der of New York. A year later Dr. Kidder 
was put in charge of the Methodist Church of 
Trenton, N. J. Elected in 1644 
as Corresponding ore pags | of the 
Methodist Sunday-School nion, and 
manager of the department of publica- 
tion of the same church, he spent the next 
twelve years ia writing travel. ring 
this time he wrote his Brazil and the Brazii- 
jans, which, when published in Philadelphia 
m 1857, was the only work of its kind in exist- 
ence.

From 1856 to 1871 Dr. Kidder was Professor

In 871 he was called to the 
chair of practical theology of Drew Theolog- 
ical Seminary at Morrison, N. J., which posi- 
tion he held till 1881, when he was made Sec- 
retary of the Board os Education of the Meth- 
odist Church. In this latter ition he did 
much to advance the interest of collegiate and 
theological education in this The 
now general celebration of Children's day 
the second Sunday of each June was largely 
due to his efforts. fore the New Jersey an- 
nual conference in 1886 he a germon 
in commemoration of hies semi-centennial 
as a minister of the Methodist denomination.

James J. West was beaten in the United 
States Court yesterday and the long litigation 
between him and the Chicago Times is at an 
end, unless the ex-editor takes the matter to 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which he says he will do. 

Judge Blodgett in handing down his opin- 
ion found that the stock issued by West was 
illegal, dismissed his cross-bill, and found the 
Times company to be entitled to a three-tenths 
interest in the boulevard property. 

The suit was brought dy H. J. and H. X. 
Huiskamp and John N. Irwin of Iowa, the 
present owners of the Times and was really a 
test of the ownership of the paper, as 5,001 
shares, the amount of the West holding, are a 
majority of the stock. West ‘is beaten at 
every point in the decision. The court holds 
that West has overissued stock and a decree is 
entered canceling the entire 5,001 shares held 
by West. The cross-bill filed by West against 
the Huiskamps to regain possession of the 
Times is dismissed for want of equity. 

Judge Blodgett’s decision is lengthy. ‘The 
case 1s reviewed in all its details from the 
time of the project of West and C. A. Snow- 
den to purchase the Times to the commence- 
ment of the litigation. An agreement was 
entered into, he recites, in 1887 between the 
Huiskamps and Irwin on one hand and West 
and Snowden on the other to purchase the 
Times.

Insurance-men in Chicago claim the action 
of Insurance Commissioner Kinder in barring 
certain life and accident companies from 
Ohio was done with a view of bringing the ad- 
mitted companies to the financial support of 
Gov. Campbell during the campaign, as well 
as a means of squaring accounts with the 
companies whose representatives prevented 
the passage of a resolution indorsing Campbell 
at the Minneapolis insurance convention last 
‘June. Daniel P. Bushnell of the New York 
Spectator and formeriy one of the. examiners 
for the Ohio Insurance Department said yes- 
terday that all of the companies are 
writing policies under the same regulation, 
and when Mr. Kinder presumes to bar any 
of them on the ground that they do not con- 
form to the law he makes a flimsy excuse to 
cover some ulterior motive. He is practically 
a dictator in his department, and the only re- 
course of the companies against whom he hes 
discriminated will be mandamus proceed-

SONS AS PRIVATE SECRETARIES. 


Mr. Foster Does Not Like the Practice and 
Frowus on It. 

Wasuinervor, D. C., July 27.—The story that 
Assistant Secretary Nettleton has suggested 
an intention to resign because he could not be 
permitted to make his son his private secre- 
tary is easily disposed of by Mr. Nettleton’s 
explanation that his son is only 18 years af 
age and would not make a competent secre- 
tary. 

The trouble is with another Assistant Secre- 
tary and other pr.vate secretaries. Assistant 
Secretary Crounze desired to have his son as his 
private secretary, and he appointed him and 
asked Secretary Foster to approve the nomi- 
nation. At the same time, Treasurer Nebeker, 
hearing, perhaps, that it is the fashion of this 
administration to take care of its families in 
office and at the public expense, named his 
son as his private secretary. Ohioan though 
he is, Mr. Foster thought it was raining sons 
a little too thick, and he refused to approve of 
the appointments of the junior Nebeker and 
the junior Crounze. 

Mr. Nettleton does not care a great deal 
about his place, but he thinks too well of 
himself to ask the people to pay for the serv- 
ices of his 18-year-old boy. 3 
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are again at work. The new school element 
before the reunion of the church is repre- 
sented by these seminaries, Union, Lane, and 
Auburn.

fessorship given by vote of assembly to an- 
other man. Union was independent elect- 
ed its own professors directors. Prince- 
ton chafed under the burden. Dr. Hodge de- 
sired Union to help Princeton in this matter. 
Dr. Adams, after much hesitation, consented 
to give the assembly the right of veto on Union 
professors for the sake of easing Princeton’s 
burden. With the reunion of the Old and 
New Schools of the church all the seminaries 
came into similar relations to the church. 
In return, behold Union’s reward. The Act- 
ing President of Princeton Seminary, Dr. 
Greene was m moderator of the assem- 
bly, nominated as such by Dr. Charles A. 
Dickey, a Union director and himself a candi- 
date for the moderatorship. He did this at 
the request of Dr. Patton, the raling spirit of 
Princeton and of this assembly. 

Patton’s Fine Work. 

“Dr. Patton has himself appeared in the 
Presbyterian Review as an opponent of the 
assembly’s interference with seminaries. 
With this knowledge and recognizing Dr. 
Patton’s influence over Dr. Greene Dr. Dickey 
readily agreed to make the nomination and 
urged the election of Dr. Greene, Why 
should he not hope, having done so, for some 
consideration from Princeton in the Briggs 
case. Dr. Patton is made Chairman of the 
very committee that is to consider this case 
and the hope of Dr. Dickey is strengthened. 
Dr. Erskine N. White and Dr. Dickey request 
of Dr. Patton to be permitted to appear be- 
fore the committee and explain the Union’s 
position as to the transfer. Dr. Patton as- 
sures them that the committee will listen to 
Dr. White. Dr. Patton astonishes everybody 
by unexpectedly reading the report while Dr. 
White is still waiting for the case to appear 
before the committee. Afterward Dr. Patton 
explains that the committee could not have 
heard Dr. White without calling in a repre- 
sentative of ‘the other side.’ 

„At the openmg of the assembly the same 
spirit was manifest. In making up the 
‘kitchen cabinet’ to assist in forming the 
standing committee no provision was made 
kor a representative of Union. There is 
some talk now of Dr. Dickey’s having been 
asked to join this cabinet, but if this is so the 
invitation did not reach him. It was in this 
body that the now fan:ous Patton committee 
that brought about the Briggs veto was formed. 
The action of the assembly was based on the 
‘now or never’ idea. The committee repre- 
sented that unless action was taken on Dr. 
Briggs’ election in that assembly the right of 
veto passed away forever. Dr. Dickey gave 
the assembly assurance that we would 1 — 
that right if action were deferred. hen 
these things were reported to the directors:at 
the meeting in June we decided to adhere to 
the transfer of Dr. Briggs. At that time 
another resolution proposing the immediate 
severance of our relations to the.assembly wus 
offered. These extreme measures met with 
some opposition, and the resolution was tabled. 
Dr. John Hall expressed to the directors his 
willingness to abrogate the compact on the 
ground thatit was illegally made, but he left 
the meeting before the resolution was put to a 
vote. 

The action of the Union directors June 5 
in voting to adhere to the transfer of Dr. 
Briggs, notwithstanding the veto of the Gen- 
eral Assembly,has been criticised as hasty and 
as antagonistic. it was neither. The meet- 
ing was called for ae inary action concern- 
ing a successor of Dr. Van Dyke, whose death 
and burial bad marked the week before. 
This bemg yan 4 airy of it was important to 
consider the subject of Dr. Briggs’ future re- 
lation to the seminary. It seemed advisable 
to retain Dr. Briggs, and a resolution to that 
effect was adopted by a vote of 20 to 2.

ISAAC F. GRAY OF INDIANA. 


“ Degrading the Presidency to Name Him 
in Connection Therewith.” 

Kansas City Star (Dem.): The Indian- 
apolis correspondent of Tun CIAO TM-. 
ung, describing Isaac P. Gray, says of him: 

He has ability of a certain kind, but it is chicfly 
of the order of low — He is, in all things, 
-characteristically foxy. He is shrewd in politics, 
but he has little knowledge of anyth else. 
With the possible exception of Blue Jeans” 
Williams, Indiana was never embarrassed by hav- 
ing a more illiterate man at the head of the State 
government, but he has man by hook and 
crook to work his way to the front in politics. 
Fifteen years ago he was a Republican. He found 
there was no higher place for him in that party 
than a seat inthe State Senate and, though he 
had bitterly denounced Democrats as everything 
detestable, he flopped over into the Democratic 
ranks without excuse or plea of justification. He 
had hardly become identified as a Democratic re- 
cruit before he e a Democratic candidate 


for office, etc. . 

The correspondent = on to say that. 
among other things which favor the political 
advancement of Gray, is the fact that he 
gained control of the Indiana Legislature last 
winter, rendering it necessary for Voorhees 
to make terms with Gray in order to secure 
his reélect on as Senator, the agreement being 
that Voorhees shoud not become a candidate 
before the National Democratic convention and 
that he should work to advance the interests of 
Gray. Then, the alleged com between 
Gray and Hill, which binds each to favor the 
other’s political aspirations, is also cited as 
being advantageousto Gray, who, Tun TRIBUNE 
correspondent Bays, is quietly making the 
most of Cleveland's political indiscretion in 
alienating the majority of Western Dem 
crats from his following by his utterances o 
the silver question.“ 

The correspondent, who pretends to believe 
that Isaac Pusey Gray has a show for captur- 
ing the Democratic idential nomination 
in 1892, accurately describes him as being

The nomination of Gray 
for the Presidency would shock public taste 
as well as violate the public conseience. The 
people of this country instinctively associate 
with the office of Chief Executive the best 
qualities of American citizenship.
